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The long red robes and white 
bonnets could have been mistaken for 
those of the Amish. But instead of bug- 
gies driven by horses, they climbed out 
of buses and Lyfts, with placards stating, 
“Keep Abortion Safe & Legal.” These 
modern-day handmaids were were out in 
support of their reproductive rights — 
specifically, to take a stand against two 
anti-abortion activists who have been 
charged with violating state law by film- 
ing abortion advocates and providers 
without their permission. The theatrical 
protest was eye-catching, making an un- 
comfortable connection between Marga- 
ret Atwood’s dystopian novel The 
Handmaid's Tale and the threat women 
face in losing their reproductive rights. 

David Daleiden and Sandra Merritt 
made headlines in 2015, after a video 
surfaced in which Planned Parenthood 
employee Dr. Deborah Nucatola dis- 
closed how the reproductive-health 
organization provides researchers 
with organs and tissue from aborted 
fetuses. Depending on how much con- 
text was provided, the video appeared 
damning: In it, Nucatola calmly eats 
a salad while discussing aborted fetus 
livers with who she was told were po- 
tential buyers for a human biologics 
company. This undercover tactic was 
repeated for years — and by the time 
they were discovered, Daleiden and 
Merritt had collected more than 44 
hours of footage from meetings with 
Planned Parenthood and National 
Abortion Federation employees in Bal- 
timore and San Francisco. 

According to Daleiden’s anti-abor- 
tion group, the Center for Medical 
Progress, the footage provides ev- 
idence that Planned Parenthood is 
turning a profit on aborted fetuses. 
Planned Parenthood adamantly refutes 
that claim, and says that while they do 
occasionally — with permission from 
the patient — release tissue and organ 
samples to researchers, they do not 
profit from the transaction. 

But for California Attorney General 
Xavier Becerra — who took over the 
case from Kamala Harris upon her 
election to the Senate, filing 15 felony 
charges against Merritt and Daleiden 
in March — there is more at stake than 
the “yes you do”/ “no we don’t” argu- 
ment surrounding fetal-tissue sales. 
What’s more damning in this case, 
Becerra argues, is the illegal filming of 
the victims. 

“The right to privacy is a corner- 
stone of California’s Constitution, and 
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a right that is foundational in a free, 
democratic society,” Becerra says. “We 
will not tolerate the criminal recording 
of confidential conversations.” 

Fourteen of the felony charges 
represent a victim, whose names have 
been kept confidential in the proceed- 
ings for their protection. The 15th is 
for conspiracy. 

The case has yet to go to trial, but 
it’s already become a complicated 
battle in the courts. Merritt, blonde, 
stout, and grandmotherly, is represent- 
ed by Horatio Mihet, a senior attorney 
with Christian ministry firm Liberty 
Counsel. Daleiden, well-dressed and al- 
ways with a slight smile on his lips, has 
former Los Angeles County District 
Attorneys Steve Cooley and Brent Fer- 
reira on his team — an unusual pow- 
erhouse, particularly since Cooley was 
a well-known prosecutor who seldom 
dabbled in defense. 

And thus far, the charges have not 
been easy to stick on the defendants. 
In June, presiding Judge Christopher 
Hite dismissed all counts except for 
conspiracy, on the grounds that they 
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were not specific enough. The Attorney 
General’s office scrambled and refiled 
them nine days later to Hite’s approval. 
Both Merritt and Daleiden’s counsel 
have since attempted to dismiss the 
charges, but after a back-and-forth last 
week — a fierce dialogue that resem- 
bled Law and Order — Hite rejected 
their appeal. 

For reproductive-rights advocates, 
Hite’s move counted as a win. 

“Today’s decision to move forward 
with the criminal case is a clear victo- 
ry for those of us who believe in the 
courts and the laws of California,” 
Crystal Strait, president and CEO of 
Planned Parenthood Affiliates of Cal- 
ifornia tells SF Weekly. “The illegally 
obtained and maliciously edited video 
smear campaign launched by anti-abor- 
tion operatives threatened the safety 
and health of our patients and staff. 
The decision is another step forward 
for us, allowing Planned Parenthood 
to focus on providing preventive and 
reproductive health care to close to one 
million Californians every year.” 

But the battle is far from over. Mer- 
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ritt’s lawyers have attacked the prose- 
cution for misfiling charges. (They filed 
paperwork that named her, but in Da- 
leidin’s case file — which, despite her 
lawyers’ arguments, Hite said was good 
enough to continue with the case.) 
Based on this confusion, her defense 
refused to enter a plea. 

“We believe that the court was 
wrong both on the facts and on the 
law, with respect to the dismissal. We 
intend to take an immediate appeal 
of the decision today,” Mehit told SF 
Weekly. 

“We believe that Ms. Merritt’s 
rights will be vindicated and that the 
political prosecution that has been 
brought against her will be derailed.” 

Unlike his cohort, Daleiden’s 
charging paperwork was in order, and 
his defense pleaded not guilty. Ata 
press conference following the hearing, 
the lawyers defended Merritt and Da- 
leiden’s actions. The recordings, they 
said, were undertaken as citizen jour- 
nalism, in an attempt to reveal a crime. 
As Merritt stood nearby, proudly hold- 
ing a copy of Milo Yiannopoulos’ book

Dangerous open to a chapter about free 
speech, Mehit blasted the judge’s re- 
fusal to dismiss the charges. 

“In the entire history of the state of 
California, there has never been a case 
like this brought against a journalist, 
against the whistleblower,” he said. 
“It’s always the criminal targets that 
are prosecuted. There’s a long history 
of undercover journalism in this state. 
For example, undercover journalists 
exposing cruelty to animals or unsani- 
tary conditions at a meatpacking plant 
or supermarket. Never has the state 
gone after the undercover journalist. 
This is the first time that this has 
happened. And we know why this has 
happened here: it’s because Planned 
Parenthood entreated and directed the 
Attorney General to start the investi- 
gation.” 

Ferreira took a similar stance. “An 
absolute defense to that law is that 
you can record anything you want in 
a public place, and all of these record- 
ings were made in extremely public 
places, the St. Francis Hotel, hallways, 
meetings rooms of the hotel,” he said. 
“There’s no case here.” 

Despite their loss, the anti-abortion 
advocates who rallied on the steps of 
the Hall of Justice after the trial were 
jubilant. When Daleiden took the mi- 
crophone, he was greeted with cheers, 
and a woman shouted, “We love you!” 

“T love you, too,” he said, before reit- 
erating that the battle was a coordinat- 
ed and corrupt political attack. “What 
Sandra and I both did is no different 
from what local-news outlets do every 
single day here in the state of Califor- 
nia, when they go undercover and pub- 
lish undercover hidden-camera news 
stories on issues all across the state, 
every day, every week, every month. 

“What we do is no different than 
what those established news journal- 
ists do,” he added. “The only difference 
is that we recorded and we exposed the 
sacred cows of the California political 
establishment: Planned Parenthood, 
the National Abortion Federation, and 
their allies and proxies.” 

For now, the charges have stuck — 
which means Daleiden and Merritt will 
no doubt be back in San Francisco’s 
Hall of Justice soon. And the protest- 
ing handmaids, originating from a 
fictional dystopian fundamentalist re- 
gime, will meet them on the steps.

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50,000 Square Feet of Integrated Care 


S.F.’s low-income residents can now access everything from dental treatment to computer classes at anew center on Mission and Van Ness.

David had served 26 years of a 


life sentence in Folsom State Prison 
when he was released on parole in Febru- 
ary. 

“It was a spectacular, miraculous 
experience,” he says of his time at 
Walden House, a five-story man- 
sion-turned-residential facility on 
Hayes Street that helps the formerly 
incarcerated integrate back into soci- 
ety. “I was out, first of all. And the way 
they welcome you is ‘Hello, family, 
and ‘Welcome home. I walked in there 
wide-eyed, like a child. And they made 
my transition back to society very easy. 
But I also learned about things I still 
need to work on.” 

Walden House is just one of a 
handful of mental- and physical-health 
organizations under the umbrella 
of HealthRIGHT 360, an integrated 
healthcare nonprofit that treats more 
than 38,000 people each year through 
Lyon-Martin, the Haight Ashbury 
Free Clinics, Asian American Recovery 
Services, Tenderloin Health Services 
and recently, the Women’s Community 
Clinic. 

Its reach is multifaceted and mul- 
ticultural, and it’s about to get bigger: 
This week, a five-story Integrated Care 
Center (ICC) opened on Mission Street 
and Van Ness Avenue, more than dou- 
bling HealthRIGHT 360’s clinic space. 
Now, new patients can see physicians, 
dentists, addiction specialists, acu- 
puncturists, and therapists without 
leaving the building. A computer lab, a 
closet full of interview clothes, hous- 
ing and employment resources, and 
literary classes are also on site — so 
if someone needs to get a cavity filled 
and have someone look over a resume, 
they can do both in one visit. And the 
center offers a one-stop-shop for peo- 
ple like David, who needed assistance 
with reintegration, housing, finding a 
job, and psychological counseling. 

“By offering integrated services all 
under one roof, we simplify access to 
care and reduce the compounding bar- 
riers preventing many from receiving 
vital services,” says HealthRIGHT 360 
CEO Dr. Vitka Eisen. 

For years, HealthRIGHT 360 had 
operated out of a large red building 
adjacent to a highway overpass on 
Mission Street at Duboce Avenue. But 
demand increased and the space grew 
tight. Around five years ago a search 
began for a new location. and 1563 
Mission St. fit the bill. It was large and 
in a central area well-served by public 
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HealthRIGHT 360’s new Integrated Care 


Center on Mission and Van Ness. 
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transit, but it wasn’t vacant or for sale. 
Undeterred, the team met with the 
building’s owner, who'd been renting 

it out for clothing manufacturing, 
despite receiving multi-million dollar 
offers from developers. In 2014, a deal 
was finalized, and over the next three 
years, the building was seismically up- 
graded and completely renovated to ac- 
commodate everything from offices for 
infectious disease specialists to private 
family counseling rooms. 

The project was not cheap, and 
truly took a village to build: $51 mil- 
lion came from a 2016 New Market 
Tax Credit Allocation, and a capital 
campaign raised $15 million. Local 
corporations — Kaiser, Ramsell and 
Sutter Health/CPMC — donated a few 
million. Twenty-one private gifts rang- 
ing from $50,000 to $100,000 were 
granted for the space. 

The fundraising paid off: Each facet 
of the new, 50,000-square-foot ICC has 
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been carefully considered. It’s a green 
building, earning LEED Gold Certified 
status. Bright red walls and an open 
atrium greet clients as they walk in. 
The design is modern and spacious, 
but not cold — plants and comfy sofas 
decorate the waiting rooms. 

While the decor is comforting, it’s 
the services that really impress. The 
dental clinic, for example, is new. 

“We know that dental health is 
linked to improved health outcomes 
for all of us,” Eisen says. “Our clients 
have not often had access to good 
dental care. But we also see it asa 
part of human dignity. If you have 
bad teeth, it’s hard to get a job. It’s 
hard to go to your kid’s parent-teach- 
er conference and not feel embarrass- 
ment or shame. When you invest in 
dental care, you're helping lift peo- 
ple’s lives in so many ways.” 

As part of its integrated-care 
package, each new client is assigned

a team of healthcare professionals, 
who work together to ensure that all 
treatment plans — be they addiction 
services, mental-health counseling, 
or social work — are done in conjunc- 
tion with one another. 

“Typically, our patients have com- 
plex needs,” Eisen explains. “Overall, 
about 80 percent of our patients are 
not safely or stably housed. Their sit- 
uations can be complicated.” 

Stephanie was one of those pa- 
tients. In April 2016, she was preg- 
nant, living in a tent in a homeless 
encampment on Shotwell Street. 
Homeless Prenatal pulled Stephanie 
and her boyfriend, John Visor, who 
has since died, off the streets and set 
them up at the Mission Street Navi- 
gation Center. When she gave birth 
to her son on June 1, he was taken by 
Child Protective Services, who gave 
her 20 days to enter a residential 
recovery center. If she succeeded, 


she'd continue to have parenting 
rights. If not, he’d be surrendered for 
adoption. 

“T couldn’t let that happen,” 
she said. “I'd already lost one of 
my children — my third son — to 
adoption. It was pretty much time 
to put on my big-girl pants. I walked 
into HealthRIGHT, and I wanted to 
leave. [thought about it, but I knew 
I couldn't.” 

Stephanie worked with a number 
of teams to get back on her feet. 
After hopping around different re- 
habilitation and temporary housing 
situations, she finally qualified for 
Section 8 housing this month. Child 
Protective Services wrapped up her 
case, and she regained custody of 
her son. She got a job with the Clean 
City Coalition and has reunited with 
her extended family out of state. She 
has a sober sponsor and now plans 
on taking college classes online to 
become an addiction counselor. And 
Stephanie has just filled out an appli- 
cation for a job at Women’s HOPE — 
another HealthRIGHT 360 program, 
which helps low-income women and 
mothers manage their mental health 
and find help for addiction. 

“I have so many people who are 
for me, and still help me to this day,” 
she says. “They've never given up on 
me. I’m so lucky, and I’m glad I finally 
woke up and started realizing it.” 

“She’s an absolute miracle,” said 
her former sponsor Nancy, who was 
influential in getting Stephanie off 
the street. “I didn’t have a lot of hope 
for you in the beginning.” 

“The hardest part was just stop- 
ping [drug use],” Stephanie says. 
“Putting it down and making that 
commitment for a better life. But ev- 
eryone deserves that life. If I can do 
it, anyone can do it.” 

Stephanie is the poster child for 
HealthRIGHT 360, but she is just one 
of many with complicated situations 
who will walk through the doors of 
the ICC each day. 

“T often talk about us being a 
beacon of hope, a reminder that San 
Francisco is still committed,” Eisen 
says. “It still has people that are vul- 
nerable, and those people are welcome 
here — right here — where we are. In- 
side and out, the ICC embodies dignity, 
character, hope, and the transforma- 
tive power of good care.”

California’s Senate took a step 
toward better supporting immigrants 
this week, approving a bill to protect 
them from “irrelevant disclosures” of 
their legal status in an open court. S.B. 
785 was a labor of love from San Fran- 
cisco’s politicians: Senator Scott Wie- 
ner introduced it, with Assembly- 
member Lorena Gonzalez Fletcher 
(from San Diego). Assemblymember 
David Chiu was a co-author, and San 
Francisco District Attorney George 
Gascon supported it, as well. 

Under the proposed law, any dis- 
cussion or questioning surrounding a 
witness, victim, or defendant’s immi- 
gration status must first be approved 
by a judge. In the past, immigrants 
without legal documentation to be 
in the U.S. risked exposure when 
testifying in court — which deterred 
many from making statements unless 
legally obligated to do so. 

This risk can be stressful, particu- 
larly for victims, and San Francisco’s 
courts are no exception. Despite the 
city’s sanctuary-city ordinance — 
which prohibits city employees from 
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notifying Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement of residents’ statuses 
— the threat of deportation can still 
feel real. Public Defender Jeff Ada- 
chi’s office has been criticized in the 
past for using tough tactics in court, 
terrifying witnesses on the stand. He 
called the complaints “ridiculous” in 
an article in the Chronicle earlier this 
year, stating that interrogating wit- 
nesses is “doing our jobs as defense 
attorneys.” 

“It has nothing to do with my sup- 
port of immigrant rights,” he said. 

Regardless of tactics, the fear is 
there, and can disrupt the function- 
ality of the courts. 

“With the climate of fear in the 
immigrant community, springing 
inadmissible evidence on the jury 
about immigration status is an un- 
derhanded tactic that dissuades testi- 
mony,’ Gascon says. “That’s why this 
measure is so important: It will keep 
the doors to California’s courtrooms 
open for everyone and ensure the 
fair administration of justice.” 

And the timing couldn't be better. 
The bill’s approval came just three 
days after President Donald Trump

pardoned Maricopa County, Ariz., 
Sheriff Joe Arpaio. Arpaio was con- 
victed last year of criminal contempt, 
after commanding that his deputies 
racially profile Latinos, stopping 
them to investigate their legal sta- 
tus without reasonable suspicion 

to do so. The 85-year-old was also a 
“Birther” and vocal Trump proponent 
during his presidential campaign. 

Wiener blasted the move in a 
statement on Monday. 

“President Trump sent a shock- 
wave through the immigrant commu- 
nity and this country by pardoning 
a convicted criminal who illegally 
profiled and jailed people based sole- 
ly on suspicions about their immi- 
gration status,’ he said. “Today, the 
California Senate sent a message to 
our immigrant neighbors that unlike 
this President, we stand with you in 
working to keep our communities 
safe. Making immigrants fearful 
that testifying in court may get you 
deported isn’t how we ensure justice 
and public safety. California’s courts 
are houses of justice, not ad hoc de- 
tention centers where ICE agents can 
round up law-abiding immigrants.”

California’s Senate approved the 
bill by a 32-7 vote. It now moves 
to the Assembly for consideration 
before landing on Governor Jerry 
Brown’s desk. But with threats to 
immigrants increasing under the 
current administration, there is little 
time to waste. It’s been assigned an 
urgency statute, which means that 
if Brown approves the legislation, it 
will becomeeffective immediately. 

In the meantime, immigrants 
of all statuses continue to show up 
in California’s courts. Next week, 
Jose Inez Garcia-Zarate, accused of 
shooting Kate Steinle on Pier 14 in 
2015, will appear before a judge. His 
undocumented status in the country 
has already been disclosed, but any 
future witnesses in the case could 
be protected if the bill becomes a 
law. Until then, our justice system 
remains weak through its lack of 
commitment to protecting those who 
take the stand.

BART Gets A 
Little Queerer 


In fiscal 2018, BART will 
work with a budget of $1.92 bil- 
lion. The funds are earmarked for 
new trains, track maintenance, 
station canopies, security, and 
earthquake retrofits. BART em- 
ployees work on many of these 
projects, but contractors handle 
others. With every cent of the 
transportation agency’s budget 
under scrutiny, it is easiest to hire 
big companies whose fees are 
lower than those of their smaller 
counterparts. But in an effort to 
keep much of this money in the 
Bay Area, BART’s Board of Direc- 
tors launched a Small Business 
Program in September 2011, pro- 
viding a 5 percent “bid prefer- 
ence” for qualified small 
businesses — essentially giving 
them a boost over the competi- 
tion. 

Six years later, BART’s Board 
is revisiting the program, and 
now pledges to identify and 
support LGBT small-business 
owners. 

“BART has established a 
track record of prioritizing lo- 
cal, small, disadvantaged, and 
women-run businesses, and this 
change will be a natural exten- 
sion of those efforts,” says BART 
Board President Rebecca Saltz- 
man. “We want to do everything 
we can as an agency to make 
contracting more inclusive.” 

Despite the Bay Area’s gener- 
ally progressive stance towards 
queer communities, LGBT 
businesses — particularly those 
in the construction industry 
— still face discrimination. So, 
on Sept. 14, BART’s Board will 
vote on whether or not to add 
several local LGBT contractors 
to its Small Business Program. 
Eligible contractors must be 
registered with the National Gay 
and Lesbian Chamber of Com- 
merce or the California Public 
Utilities Commission, as well as 
certified as a small business by 
California’s Department of Gen- 
eral Services. 

“We need the best, most ex- 
perienced and talented firms to 
help us reinvest in BART’s next 
40 years,” says BART Board Di- 
rector Bevan Dufty. “Iam proud 
we are now welcoming LGBT- 
owned businesses to be part of 
this vital effort.” NS

This week’s question comes from Bob in 
Los Angeles, who writes: 


Q: “| was reading your columns online and 
see that you write a lot about Lyft and Uber. 
| drive for both. While driving recently late 
at night from LAX, | was sideswiped by a 
pickup truck driver who changed lanes sud- 
denly without looking. | slammed on my 
brakes to try and avoid colliding with the 
truck, but it hit the front of my car, forcing 
me into the concrete dividing wall. The front 
and left side of my car is wrecked. My air- 
bag went off, and both the passenger and | 
were injured. The police came and took a 
report, but | don't have the license plate of 
the pickup truck driver. | told the company 
and they told me to submit a claim with my 
insurance company. What should | do?” 


A: Bob, | hope you have sought and are re- 
ceiving proper medical care for your injured 
neck. It is likely that your car insurance pol- 
icy will not cover your losses. As you were 
transporting a passenger, your personal car 
insurance policy will most likely not apply 
as most personal policies contain an exclu- 
sion for commercial activity, meaning that 
there is no coverage If the vehicle is being 
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used for business purposes. Commercial ve- 
hicles are recognized as presenting a 
greater risk of collisions, as they are used 
more frequently and for longer periods than 
personal vehicles, cover larger areas and 
engage In activities that may cause driver 
distraction. 

Even though your insurance most likely 
wont provide coverage, all is not lost: Both 
Lyft and Uber have uninsured motorist cov- 
erage that applies when you have a paying 
passenger in the car. This insurance pro- 
tects you if and when you are harmed by 
someone who does not have insurance as 
well as in situations, such as this, where 
you are Injured by an unknown driver when 
certain conditions apply. 

California law states an uninsured vehi- 
cle includes one where the owner Is un- 
known so long as there is physical contact 
between their vehicle and yours. The con- 
tact requirement exists to protect against 
fraud in situations where an owner crashes 
their own vehicle and then falsely claims it 
was because of another driver. 

Unfortunately, if you swerve because you 
are afraid of a collision and hit another car 
or fixed object, you will be unable to 

perfect a claim. Another anti-fraud re- 
quirement is the timely filing of a police re- 
port and an insurance claim. These are 
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deemed to be 

indications of a truthful claim as it is a 
crime to file a false claim or police report. 

In your case, there was contact between 
your vehicles, so the contact requirement 
has been met. The police arrived and you 
filed a report with the company so those 
two requirements have been met. You also 
have the passenger to provide testimony as 
to the contact. Both you and your passen- 
ger can file a claim through the company's 
insurance for your personal injuries, medi- 
cal bills, wage loss and property damages. 

The insurance company owes you a duty 
to fairly and fully compensate you but it may 
not come as a Surprise that they often want 
to pay you as little as possible. They can 
raise the same defenses that the driver of 
the truck could raise If he/she had been 
identified. 

For example, to try and minimize their ex- 
posure, they can claim that you were speed- 
ing or that you overreacted and that played 
a contributing factor in causing your inju- 
ries. If you feel that you are not being 
treated fairly, find a good trial lawyer to ad- 
vocate on your behalf. 

To the rest of the readership, | can't rec- 
ommend strongly enough that you obtain 
uninsured/underinsured motorist coverage. 
Statistics show that as much as 25 percent 
of the vehicles on the road are uninsured. If 
you are hit by one of these drivers and do 
not have uninsured motorist coverage, you 
will be left with no source of recovery for 
the damage to your car, your medical bills, 
your lost wages or your pain and suffering. 
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Like uninsured motorist coverage, under- 
insured motorist coverage provides for re- 
covery when you are harmed by someone 
who is inadequately insured. California's 
state minimum liability insurance require- 
ment is $15,000. This is less than an ambu- 
lance ride and a trauma exam In most 
cases. If you are hit by someone with mini- 
mum coverage and you have $100,000 in 
underinsured motorist coverage, you can 
collect an additional $85,000 from your own 
carrier to help pay for your damages (includ- 
ing pain and suffering). 

You might question: “Why don't | get an 
additional $100,000?” Well, if you were in 
another state, such as Arizona, you would. 
But here in California, the insurance lobby is 
well-monied and, therefore, very powerful 
in Sacramento and they have fought off the 
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efforts of consumer attorneys to provide in- 
sureds with the full value of their insurance 
policies. 

Uninsured/underinsured motorist cover- 
age Is not that expensive and the protection 
that It provides is invaluable when tragedy 
strikes. All too often we have seen people 
injured once by a collision only to be injured 
again when they find out that the driver 
who hit them has no insurance to pay for 
the damages. 

So, talk to your insurance broker. The 
several hundred dollars a year in extra pre- 
mium is well worth the protection It pro- 
vides.

“I want to protest the tools 

of reduction,’ Taylor Mac says. “So I want 
to take more time to make my art — and 
more time to think about the ideas, and 
more time to express the ideas, and more 
time to share with the audience — than 
less. [don’t want things to be as cute and 
reductive as a tweet.” 

This is the underlying premise that 
knits together all 1,440 minutes of 
Mac’s A 24-Decade History of Popular 
Music, a massive drag musical that 
outlines the Whitmanesque “barbaric 
yawp’ of the ongoing American project 
from its 1776 inception through 2016. 
Having performed it in various combi- 
nations — eight three-hour segments, 
two 12-hour segments, and a 24-hour 
supernova with a few breaks to eat, 
guzzle water, and use the restroom — 
Mac will bring it to the Curran Theater 
in late September for four six-hour 
performances. 

Its sheer vastness is as dizzying as 
a map ina story by Jorge Luis Borges. 
Compare the number of years that 
Mac’s magisterial “durational concert” 
(240) encompasses against the num- 
ber of characters allowed in a tweet 
(140), and you end up with nearly a 
two-to-one ratio. And Mac’s implied 
criticism of Twitter as an imperfect 
medium is less a slam at Jack Dorsey 
than at the prolific tweeter whose 
election coincided with the last year of 
the show’s chronology. But for all his 
reckoning with the contradictions and 
exuberance of the United States, Mac 
professes an arm’s-length relationship 
with political art. 

“T think the work is of this moment 
because it’s very alive, but I allow the 
‘alive-ness’ of it to take care of the 
moment,” Mac says. “I spend a longer 
time working on the art of it, rather 
than try to get it out so that it doesn’t 
become dated the next week, which is 
what political art tends to be. ... I rec- 
ognize the use for it, but I don’t think 
of it as satisfying, artistically.” 

24-Decade History is not the dis- 
positive interpretation of the Great 
American Songbook, refracted through 
a Downtown Manhattan lens. Nor is it 
merely a Radical Faerie-inflected, Cock- 
ettes-inspired glitter explosion familiar 
to anyone who ever saw a Thrillped- 
dlers show at the Hypnodrome before 
the troupe disbanded. Yes, there are 
frequent costume changes, and the 
costumes might better be categorized 
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Taylor Mac 


as “wearable sculptures,” but the pro- 
scenium has seldom been such a per- 
meable membrane in both directions. 

By structuring the performance so 
that it plays out across four nights in 
a 10-day period, A 24-Decade History 
is practically a longitudinal study in 
audience-performer relations. Mac 
envisions an act of co-creation, of 
“spending two weeks with a lot of the 
same audience members and in real 
consideration of the work.” 

That way, “there’s just time for peo- 
ple to breathe and 
think that you rarely 
ever see in theater, 
when it’s mostly

between drinking songs and early 
temperance songs, a dream sequence 
where the audience is blindfolded, and 
the heteronormative narrative as col- 
onization.” There are butterfly wings, 
blindfolds, audience rearrangements, 
pillbox hats and Campbell’s soup cans, 
and a lucha libre fight between Walt 
Whitman and Stephen Foster over 
who's truly the Father of American 
Song. In order for something of that 
scope not to disintegrate under the 
weight of its own ambition, it has to 
balance spectacle

ican history told 
through song; it 
proves that the 
modes of oppres- 
sion that have plagued America since 
its flawed-yet-optimistic founding are 
best understood through song. 
Costume designer Machine Dazzle 
has worked with Mac since right after 
9/11, when Mac asked him to make a 
lily costume for what would eventual- 
ly be the five-act, multi-genre produc- 
tion The Lily’s Revenge. After a request 
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for another lily costume — Dazzle 
recalls Mac saying, “I ruined the first 
one and now I want the petals to 
come off, and I need some daisies and 
those petals need to come off, too” 

— their collaboration solidified. Now, 
Dazzle is tasked with helping Mac in 
and out of everything during A 24-De- 
cade History. 

“He really trusts me,’ Dazzle says. 
“Whatever the costume and the aes- 
thetic is, that’s all me. He’s just along 
for the ride, and the crazier it is, the 
better it is — ‘cause now he can talk 
about it during the performance or 
play with it or take it off. Or maybe 
it’ll fall apart. Whatever happens, he 
loves to play with all of that stuff.” 

(A note on Dazzle’s defaulting to 
the male pronoun: While Mac has 
voiced a preference for the pronoun 
“judy,” judy says it’s mostly because 
neither “he” nor “she” encompasses ju- 
dyself. It’s playful, because that’s who 
judy is, but it’s also a gentle way to rib 
people with little patience for nonstan- 
dard genders: “I wanted a pronoun that 
would immediately emasculate them, 
because you can’t say ‘judy’ and roll 
your eyes without being a little camp.”) 

In any event, remaining open toa 
sort of kinetic serendipity is part of 
the show. Rehearsing is challenging, 


so mishaps — none of them serious — 
have been known to happen. An elab- 
orate headpiece that may come apart 
on-stage can be reincorporated into 
the performance in an impromptu way. 
Since this isn’t an eight-shows-a-week 
type of production, there isn’t a lot 

of wear-and-tear, but keeping things 
clean is an issue. 

“A lot of these things aren’t wash- 
able,” Dazzle says, so he uses vodka 
spray, a proven life-hack that ceases 
to work after a time. “And he sweats! 
Sweat has gross stuff in it.” 

During earlier runs, three-quarters 
of the costume changes happened in 
view of the audience. But with a the- 
ater as big as the Curran, Dazzle plans 
to make fuller use of silhouette, be- 
cause “a reveal is fun.” One transition, 
during “Pretty Woman,” is particularly 
time-sensitive. 

“That one is stressful but it always 
gets a crazy ovation,’ Dazzle says. “I 
almost cried during the 24-hour show 
because it just happens. Basically, I put 
the headpiece on him right at the end 
of the song — and if you don’t time it 
right, it doesn’t work.” 

Another switch takes place as the 
Jewish decade (1896-1906) transitions 
to the run-up to World War I. 

“Every time I do it and I get it done, 
I’m like, ‘Ahhhh, ” Dazzle sighs. “I have 
a drink, but then I’m called back up on 
stage for ‘By the Light of the Silvery 
Moon, where I show my butt. 

“T cover my butt in silvery glitter, of 
course,” he adds. 

As each hour-decade runs out, the 
number of musicians on stage shrinks 
by one, until it’s just Mac holding 
the stage alone. At that point, all the 
maximalism has fallen off, the infinite 
white noise of social media has melted 
away, and all that remains is one indi- 
vidual confronting the uncertain void 
that is America’s future. How are we to 
interpret that? 

“There seems to be a plague of opin- 
ions and a commerce about rage,” Mac 
says of the present moment. “It’s not 
useful necessarily to create responses; 
it’s more useful to be a ‘diviner for con- 
sideration.’ So, I’ve kind of got my little 
divining stick called drag, and I say to 
the audience, ‘OK, go digging. 

“Rather than just responding to the 
world that is,” judy adds, “I’m trying to 
manifest the world that I want.”

Jim Campbell: 

Far Away Up Close

Of late, San Francisco artist Jim Camp- 
bell has received the most attention for 
a $4 million LED project that will light 
up the top floors of the new Salesforce 
building. But Campbell has a long 
history of dazzling small projects, and 
“Jim Campbell: Far Away Up Close” 

at Hosfelt Gallery will let art-goers 
revel in some of his newest art, which 
includes LED art and lightbox pieces. 
Hosfelt has been Campbell's gallery for 
many years. It was there, in 2014, that 
Campbell created an LED work that 
gave people an abstracted sensation 

of being surrounded by flying birds. 
Campbell plays with people’s percep- 
tions. Of the images that will emanate 
from Salesforce Tower, Campbell has 
said, “You can’t get close to it. You only 
see it from far away.” The opposite will 
probably be true at his new Hosfelt 
show. 


Gordon Parks: 

The Making of an Argument 
Sept. 27-Dec. 17 at BAMPFA,

Gordon Parks will always be relevant. 
The trailblazing photographer and 
filmmaker first made his name in the 
1940s at LIFE, where he published 
photos on Black America that few 
other journalists were getting. Parks’ 


best-known early work profiled a gang 
leader in Harlem named Red Jackson. 
In “Gordon Parks: The Making of an 
Argument,’ BAMPFA deconstructs the 
1948 photo essay by showcasing the 
original series — titled, “Red Jackson's 
life is one of fear, frustration, and vi- 
olence” — with scores of images that 
Parks’ editors chose to ignore. Did the 
series oversimplify Red Jackson and, 
by default, Black America? And if so, 
whose argument won out with the 
publication of the series? 


Question Bridge: Black Males 
Sept. 29 - Feb. 25, 2018, at the 
Oakland Museum of California, 
museumca.org 

The questions that Black men ask each 
other in the “Question Bridge: Black 
Males” multimedia project are de- 
signed to provoke and begin dialogues. 
“Why wouldn't you be happy with your 
son being gay?” one asks. “Why are 
you afraid of being intelligent?” asks 
another. The answers — like the ques- 
tions — are smart, funny, angry, and 
more. The Oakland Museum of Califor- 
nia first exhibited “Question Bridge: 
Black Males” in 2012, and five years 
later, the project returns as a new ac- 
quisition for the museum's permanent 
collection — more relevant than ever.

SFMOMA already has its share of 
Rauschenberg works on display, in-

overlapping (and overlapped) images. 
Rauschenberg called these mixed-me- 
dia works “combines,” and SFMOMA 
will showcase scores of them, many 
loaned from other museums. “Robert 
Rauschenberg: Erasing the Rules,” 
which features paintings, sculpture, 
and prints — and which first toured 
at the Tate Modern, London and New 
York’s MOMA — happens almost 10 
years after the death of Rauschenberg, 
one of the most seminal American art- 
ists of the past 100 years.

ARTEMIS

Faced with the daunting task of following his 
blockbuster debut The Martian, Andy Weir has 
risen to the challenge with a new novel about a 
heist set on the moon. Set in the not-too-dis- 
tant future, Artemis follows Jazz Bashara, a 
resident of the moon’s only city, where 
blue-collar workers mingle with Earth’s richest 
tourists, and where the chance to commit a 
seemingly perfect crime proves irresistible. 
Written with the same hearty helping of acer- 
bic humor that made The Martian’s Mark Wat- 
ney a star, Artemis is a worthy successor anda 
sure sign that Weir has plenty left up the 
sleeves of his spacesuit.

Negotiating love in 
a time of political volatility tests the 
limits of their relationship.

But first, 
she has to convince her brother, James 
T, and their other sisters, Marie and 
Adlean, that that’s a good idea. Robert 
O’Hara’s genius is to obliterate any as- 
sumptions we might have about these 
characters by deploying a Black cast — 
and, in the same roles, a white one.

On a recent Sunday morning, a 
mother and her toddler wandered into 
Young-Hae Chang’s and Marc Voge’s 
video exhibit at the Asian Art Museum. 
As the mother chased her rambunctious 
offspring around the darkened gallery, 
she looked up on occasion, and here’s 
what she saw: Words like “No” and 
“Fucking Passport” and “Your Head, How 
Strange” that, every two seconds, were 
careening off two big movie screens. 

The words told stories — epic sto- 
ries about refugees, random airport 
searches, love, and other subjects 
— and they were set to quasi-bossa 
nova and other pulsing, moody music. 
The exhibit’s title, “Young-Hae Chang 
Heavy Industries Presents: So You 
Made It. What Do You Know. Congrat- 
ulations and Welcome!”, hinted at the 
works’ humor, style, and freneticism 
— but the seven packaged videos, 
which run for an hour, should really 
come with a warning that says, “Please 
watch these works from start to finish. 
You wouldn’t drop into the middle 
of Star Wars, would you?” 

No, you wouldn’t. And just like Star 
Wars, Chang and Voge’s videos develop 
likable characters who face long odds. 
You root for them as government 
agents break down their doors, as they 
settle Mars in pursuit of utopian splen- 
dor, or as they express deep feelings 
for another person. 

But unlike Star Wars, the visuals 
of Chang’s and Voge’s videos are 99 
percent words — an odd throwback at 
a time when pictures, photos, slick an- 
imation, and other striking visuals are 
the dominant features in media and 
the art world. Adding to the old-school 
foundation of Chang’s and Voge’s 
videos: They use a distinct Monaco 
typeface, and employ single-framed 
backgrounds that range from com- 
pletely white to that of a one-angled 
scene. Chang and Voge have been 
making the same kind of videos for 20 
years. They're obstinate that way — 
but why mess with success? To critical 
acclaim, they've shown their work with 
some of the world’s most prestigious 
institutions, including the Centre Pom- 
pidou in Paris, the Tate in London, and 
the Getty Center in Los Angeles. 

Still, the Seoul duo’s work — with 
its searing and poetic language, itiner- 
ant dark humor, and quick succession 
of frames — can seem over-the-top 
for people who aren't used to such 
idiosyncratic art.

global development agency, commis- 
sioned Chang and Voge to create a 
work around Syrian refugees -—but 
then de-commissioned it after seeing 
the work, which became the title video 
in the Asian Art Museum exhibit. 

The artists are coy about exactly what 
happened, but it seems UNDP disliked 
the work. 

“A while ago a representative of the 
United Nations Development Program 
invited us to make a work on the Syri- 
an refugee crisis, the artists say in an 
email interview with SF Weekly. “Then, 
after seeing the result, So You Made It, 
he seems to have rejected it.” 

In the five-minute video, whose 
words are set against a brick wall as 
snow falls here and there, a narrator 
tells Syrian refugees that “people will 
be hostile to you” in the West, that 
“you're the low man on the totem pole,

but you probably already knew that,” 
that “everyone loves to hate someone. 
... It’s human nature,” and that the ref- 
ugees better “get used to the bad jokes” 
in the West. 

So You Made It is making its world 
premiere at the Asian Art Museum, 
where Chang and Voge spoke on open- 
ing night — but with conditions: They 
prohibited all recordings — video or 
audio. On YouTube, they white out 
their talks so viewers can hear their 
words but not see who they are. Chang 
and Voge don’t want their photos 
taken. They create a deliberate air of 
mystery around their work. Chang is 
a South Korean artist and translator 
who has a doctorate in aesthetics from 
the University of Paris I. Voge is an 
American poet. They’re apparently a 
couple, telling SF Weekly that, “We felt 
that if we worked together, instead of 
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having separate, possibly competing, 
careers, wed be happier together.” 

On their website, yhchang.com, 
they make most of their art videos 
available for free, but there’s no way 
for viewers to pause or stop them. 
Chang’s and Voge’s videos are done 
in a seemingly simple Flash program. 
“We've always felt, since the beginning 
of Net art, that interactivity was over- 
rated — necessary on the internet, not 
very satisfying in Net art,” they say. 

“That said, although you can’t pause 
or stop our work, you can click away 
from it. In that sense, it functions like 
all art — at a certain point, you turn 
your back and walk away from it.” 
People were doing just that at the 
Asian Art Museum, but they were like 
the distracted mom: art-goers who 
came in at an odd time and never got 
into the works’ rhythm. The museum 
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has put the exhibit in a major gallery 
space, with large floor pillows for peo- 
ple to lounge on as they watch the two 
screens, which are as big as art-house 
movie screens. (The first screen shows 
the work in English, while the second 
screen shows the same work in other 
languages, from Korean to Arabic.) 
Wa‘ad, an 18-minute work about 
a Palestinian astronaut who lives on 
Mars with other astronauts, is making 
its North American debut at the Asian 
Art Museum — and it’s a dizzying 
piece of space-age fiction that imag- 
ines a near future where religious and 
cultural prejudices disappear, at least 
in space. Communicating with friends 
on Earth, the character Wa’ad philoso- 
phizes about the openness that is pos- 
sible on another planet — and reveals 
her sexual relationship with an Israel 
astronaut.

Lo Llevas Por 
Dentro (You Carry 
It Inside of You) 


In Clarion Alley 
(near 17th and Mission streets) 


More than a decade after he first painted 
it in Clarion Alley, Jet Martinez gets plaudits from 
people who see Lo Llevas Por Dentro (You Carry It In- 
side of You) and say that it speaks to them — and to 
the current national debates about immigration and 
“illegal aliens” and the politics of borders. 

The beautiful desert in Martinez’ work — fes- 
tooned with turquoise trees, red grass, and green 
cactus — seems like an idealized fill-in for the 
territory that stretches along the U.S.-Mexican 
border. And the silhouetted figure, whose body 
reveals an urban street, seems like an idealized 
figure whose identity is both situated in the des- 
ert and in the city. He’s borderless. 

Martinez painted Lo Llevas Por Dentro (You 
Carry It Inside of You) in 2004. 

“I was trying to get into identity pieces, and 
that’s a piece from a larger series,” Martinez 
tells SF Weekly. “The person in the mural is a real 
person, and inside is a landscape of wherever the 
person comes from. In that particular one, it’s 
a dude who’s actually from Mexico — but he’s 
been living in [a building on] the alley for years. It 
was my way to talk about the fact that everyone 
brings where they come from with them. Also, 
with the super psychedelic background, it’s this 
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over, Wa’ad states, before revealing 
that the astronaut team’s extracurricu- 
lar activities have led to a pregnancy. 

Many of the seven videos, despite 
their tough subjects and frank talk of 
inhumanity, end with a kind of crazy 
optimism. Asked if they have any 
thoughts on the U.S-North Korea war 
of words, the duo says, “We don’t have 
any print-worthy thoughts on much 
of anything, let alone the surreality of 
North Korea and the U.S. president. 
We have incoherent musings — we 
call them emotions — that we put into 
art.” 

Marc Mayer, the Asian Art Muse- 
um’s Senior Educator of Contempo- 
rary Art, who organized the exhibit, 
says the duo’s work “are monologues 
masking as dialogues. ... What I find 
most dynamic is that they take really 
complex stories that start to unravel 
and show the ambivalence and the 
ambiguity of how the world works. 
And that sense of uncertainty is really 
dynamic in the work, and I haven't 
seen too many artworks that function 
in that way.” 

Mayer also says that the work “is 
kind of like having a relationship with 
a person even though it’s an artwork.

As much Lo Llevas Por Dentro (You Carry It In- “(You Carry t 
side) still draws attention — last year, a publisher ‘You 
asked to use the work on a book cover — Marti- 
nez no longer makes that kind of identity-themed 
mural because of the time and the “intensity” 
that’s required. He managed Clarion Alley from 
2004 to about 2013, putting a special anti-graf- 
fiti coating on Lo Llevas Por Dentro (You Carry It 
Inside). 

“T worked on that piece for four months — 
and I mean worked on it, like 30 hours a week,” 
Martinez, 43 and an Oakland resident, says. “At 
the time, I was really trying to cut my teeth with 
murals, and everyone kept telling me not to do 
complex stuff, and I thought, ‘If everyone is not 
doing complex work, I’m going to do complex 
work on the street.’ It was a learning piece, be- 
cause that kind of work is not good for business 
as far as production. You can’t really devote four 
months of work to a 4-foot-by-12-foot painting.” 

Martinez laughs as he says that. He has since 
painted murals all around San Francisco and the 
Bay Area, so Lo Llevas Por Dentro (You Carry It 
Inside) is a piece that also holds up for its role in 
Martinez's artistic career. 

“T’ve simplified my work a lot,” he says. “It’s a 
good touch point for me. My ideas about identity 
and belonging have also shifted as I’ve gotten 
older. It reminds me of a certain age in my career 
when I was taking myself and my work very se- 
riously — and for good reasons. It gave me good 
momentum to where I am now.”

how Chang and Voge describe them- 
selves. They put their work out there, 
and it gyrates and fulminates with 
ideas that are topical and funny, but 
the couple prefers to stay in the back- 
ground.

“Come over,” she told him. She did not, 
however, tell me. So you can imagine my 
surprise when Seth suddenly appears 
next to the bed, holding two glasses of 
red wine. I am straddling Kara, my hair 
falling all around her. 

“Do you need a hand?” he asks. 


How can I tell you that my bisexual 
awakening involves the movie Kissing 
Jessica Stein without losing your re- 
spect?

Here’s what happened: I meet Kara 
in London. We are both straight at the 
time, but, as I would later learn (from 
The L Word!): “Everyone is straight — 
until they’re not.” 

We watch Kissing Jessica Stein in a 
movie theater near Piccadilly Circus 
station. I watch and my skin becomes 
one giant staticky pulse and I hope 
Kara does not notice.

“No.” 

“But could you?” 

“T don’t know!” 

Months pass, the tension between us 
thickening like a stew. One night, she 
says she can no longer take it and asks 
me to meet her at a motel. It is the mid- 
dle of the night. 

I go. 

On the crisp hotel sheets, she runs 
her hand flat across my chest, as if she 
were trying to smooth the wrinkles 
out of a shirt. I take her face in both of 
my hands in the dark. We kiss, but by 
then it is dawn and we have to leave for 
school, for work. We have to go back to 
our lives. 

After we part, she falls asleep at the 
wheel, drives her car into a ditch, and 
does not speak to me for a month. 

When she finally does, it is to ask if I 
want to go hiking with her and her new 
boyfriend. 


A girl I want to date tells me she 
won't sleep with me until I get an HIV 
test. It’s unclear if she asks me this 
because I am bisexual or because she 
knows I have only had sex four times the 
entire year. I can’t help but wonder. 

I don’t have insurance, 
so I go to a local women’s 
clinic that is free. While 
waiting for my results, a 
nurse asks me about my 
sexual history. I’m embar- 
rassed by my low number 
and consider lying to her. 

She has brown curly 
hair and kind eyes, and I’m not attracted 
to her but still don’t want her to think ’m 
a loser. But even more embarrassing than 
the truth would be lying to a health prac- 
titioner because I want to “impress” her, 
so I decide against it. 

She writes something down ona 
clipboard, which I am sure is “loser,” so I 
tell her too many other things about my 
sexual history, including the time I had 
sex in a Gap dressing room. She doesn’t 
write any of this down on her clipboard, 
but continues to question me. 

“Do you sleep with men, women, or 
both?” she asks. 

“Both,” I say, and her face lights up. 

“Wait right here!” she says. 

I wonder if I have won some kind of 
sex-clinic lottery. 

She returns with a paper grocery 
bag and hands it to me. My arms strain 
from its surprising heft. Inside the bag 
are hundreds of condoms, dental dams, 
lube, and a few conciliatory female con- 
doms thrown in to round out the bunch. 

“We give this to all of our bisexual 
clients,” she says. 

I wonder what the lesbians get — 
one surgical glove and a coupon for REI? 

But I don’t ask. I heave the grocery 
bag up next to my hip and scurry back 
out into the gray San Francisco day. 
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Tokyo Idols 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
While it’s easy to think that the 
United States has cornered the market 
on the commoditization of young girls 
for the male gaze, in many ways we 
don’t hold a candle to — wait for it — 
Japan. Kyoko Miyake’s often-unnerv- 
ing documentary Tokyo Idols looks at 
one of the more prominent aspects of 
this phenomenon: the 10,000 teenage 
girls called “idols,” and the $1 billion 
industry surrounding the worship of 
them by much older, purity-obsessed 
men. Miyake focuses on 19-year-old 
Rio as she struggles to maintain her 
singing career in spite of the unforgiv- 
able sin of growing too old to be an idol 
—a role she hadn't wanted to play in 
the first place — and 43-year-old Koji, 
leader of the yellow-shirted Rio fan 
legion, who acknowledges that he lives 
vicariously through Rio to compensate 
for his disappointments in his own 
life. Tokyo Idols also gives a necessary 
platform to journalist Minori Kitahara, 
a vocal critic of how the idol movement 
protects male fantasies and the objec- 
tification of women, for which she’s 
received major backlash. (See also: Sar- 
keesian, Anita.) Though not the most 
egregious age disparity on display, 
there may not be a creepier scene this 
year than when a 20-something fan 
describes giving his favorite idol, Amu, 
dance shoes for her 14th birthday.

licks on his guitar with a deeply infec- 
tious joy. A Shawnee Indian, Wray’s 
1958 song “Rumble” all but invented 
the power chord, and it’s also the only 
rock instrumental to ever be banned 
from airplay. Wray and his signature 
song are the launching pad for Cather-

ine Bainbridge and Alfonso Maiorana’s 
essential documentary Rumble: The In- 
dians Who Rocked the World. Other art- 
ists on display include some who were 
upfront about their Indian heritage, 
such as Wray and his spiritual succes- 
sor Jimi Hendrix, and some for whom 
discretion was necessary, such as blues 
pioneer Charley Patton. Rumble also 
indirectly ties the infamous “Judas!” in- 
cident at Bob Dylan’s 1966 Manchester 
concert to not just Dylan’s newfound 
electric sound or his Jewishness, but 
to the then-closeted Indianness of The 
Band’s Robbie Robertson. And stick 
around for the closing credits, in which 
a Link Wray impersonator recreates the 
simple yet ingenious way the man him- 
self created the signature fuzz-tone of 
“Rumble,” a sound to which the world 
has never stopped rocking. SC 


IDo...UntilI Don’t 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the AMC Metreon 16. 
Writer-director Lake Bell is turning 
into a canny and very funny observer 
of the darker elements of the film busi- 
ness, first with In a World... and now I 
Do...Until I Don’t. Vivian (Dolly Wells) is 
an evil British documentarian working 
on a project that suggests marriage 
should be a renewable seven-year con- 
tract rather than a lifetime bind. It’s 
not an unreasonable thesis, but being 
evil — as all British documentarians 
tend to be in American movies — she 
sets about it in the worst way, trying 
to foment on-screen breakups among 
three Miami couples. Alice (Bell) and 
Noah (Ed Helms) are trying to con- 
ceive, though their levels of dedication 
to the process are very different. Alice’s 
free-spirited sister Fanny (Amber 
Heard) and her partner Zander (Wyatt 
Cenac) are in an open relationship that 
seems to be slowly drifting toward mo- 
nogamy.

As an enormous fan of holes-in- 
the-wall, I was excited to hear that Oak- 
land’s Grocery Cafe was set to reopen in 
the former Hahn’s Hibachi Jack London 
Square. It hadn’t even been around for 
two years when Alameda County inspec- 
tors came around last fall and founda 
number of violations, shutting things 
down temporarily and later convincing 
proprietor William Lue that the building 
would likely never get up to code — espe- 
cially in the wake of the Ghost Ship trag- 
edy. That sounds most inauspicious, but 
this place had generated a cult following, 
even earning a nod from Bon Appétit for 
its church-pew-and-’80s-record decor — 
and Lue claimed that at least part of the 
reason for the closure was anon-En- 
glish-speaking relative’s refusal to let an 
inspector into the kitchen. 

Meanwhile, Lue’s other venture, an- 
other Burmese hole-in-the-wall in the 
Tenderloin a few block away from my 
office, was also gone. Having opened in 
early 2016, Tender Loving Food closed 
unceremoniously a few months ago, 
taking its delicious ohno-kauo-swe 
(or coconut chicken noodle chowder) 
with it. 

But now Grocery Cafe is back. Any 
and all restaurant resurrections are 
to be celebrated — especially immi- 
grant-run places where the language 
barrier has proved a terrible obstacle. 
But the ambience has shifted from 
“anti-Burma Superstar” — in the words 
of the East Bay Express — to something 
characterless and generically upscale. 
And while the portions are mighty, I 
couldn't settle on one truly excellent 
dish across several visits. To be certain, 
everything is good. But everything is

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also only good. 
Start with the laphet thoke, or tea- 
leaf salad ($13). Tossed tableside, it’s 
a mix of cabbage, tomatoes, roasted 
peanuts, black sesame seeds, and plenty 
of other crunchy bits — and it’s a crowd 
favorite here just as it is at virtually any 
Burmese restaurant. Time and again, I 
found it salty and a little astringent from 
the tea paste, but without much of a gar- 
lic, chili, or citrus dimension to speak of. 
Khao swe thoke, or rainbow noo- 
dle salad ($13), was better. A good, 
slow-burning heat on the cabbage was 
the type of quality that drives you back

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and the fish was low-key. After rotating 
through so many salads, it was nice 
to look forward to some variety in the 
form of good ol’ meat-and-potatoes, but 
the steak masala ($15) was much the 
same: neither more nor less than good. 

What I really liked were the teas, of 
which there are four. Particularly good 
are the stone-fruit-forward Phoenix 
Oolong ($5) and the cold, slightly piney 
Lollipop of Life ($4), which reminded 
me of a syrupy Afghani import, like a 
coniferous grenadine, that I once had 
on an excursion around Fremont. 

To the extent that I have anything 
resembling a Spidey-sense, every time 
I walked out of Grocery Cafe, I felt like 
I'd missed something crucial, ordered 
wrong, or just strolled in on an off day. 
The service was so warm, and the repu- 
tation too good, for that to have been it. 
Since my dream is to write 52 glowing 
reviews a year and say next-to-nothing 
about any mediocrities I encounter — 
admittedly something that gets hard 
when working under time and money 
constraints — this nagging sentiment 
sticks in my craw a bit. So, more than 
almost anywhere else that’s left me 
underwhelmed in exactly this way, I feel 
obliged to revisit. Everybody adores 
you, Grocery Cafe, so why can’t I?

From sit-ins to George Clooney’s 
character in O Brother, Where Art Thou? toa 
Gothic Revival skyscraper in Lower Manhattan, 
Woolworth’s looms large in the American imagi- 
nation. Lunch counters and five-and-dimes are 
virtually extinct — their successors, dollar 
stores, are on the way out, too — and the appeal 
of a “pressed ham sandwich” for 30 cents has 
dimmed in light of all the cuisines available to 
21st-century urbanites. 

But there’s a yearning for that lost age, and 
it tugs at City Counter like a child in a mall 
begging a parent for a toy. Harper Matheson’s 
salad-and-sandwich luncheonette on San- 
some Street updates the classics for modern 
palates, and in terms of what’s on the plate, 
City Counter executes it well. 

The interior is absolutely baffling, how- 
ever. Years after the dull ubiquity of white 
subway tiles peaked, we have a restaurant 
that seeks to revive the elegance of mid-cen- 
tury excursions to I. Magnin by looking like ... 
mid-2013. Even the command module in the 
Matrix sequels and the room in Willy Wonka’s 
factory where Mike Teevee gets shrunk had 
less white than this. And the lone touch of 
color, a pink neon sign consisting of nested 
letter C’s, wants to pop like Mr. Holmes 
Bakehouse but looks more like the Comedy 
Central logo. The fact that it’s in the Standard 
Oil building, across the foyer from a Blue 
Bottle Coffee and upscale cocktail lounge The 
Treasury, makes the incongruity stand out

all the more. The only visual through-line to 
Woolworth’s is that you're probably going to 
sit at the long counter. 

But if you can overlook the laboratory-like 
sterility, City Counter is a great place for 
lunch (or happy hour, as it’s open until 7 
p.m.) It might be the guilt this carnivore har- 
bors from my elevated carcass consumption 
these days, but I’m always on the hunt for 
vegetarian meals that are worth coming back 
to, and I found it in the $10 Reubenesque, 
which also happens to be one of the better 
food puns of all time. It’s not especially curva- 
ceous or voluptuous as some other unhinge- 
your-jaw sandwiches go, but it’s a delicious 
combination of smoked beets, 
cheddar, pickled cabbage, and 
“Counter Sauce” on toasted 
rye bread. (I didn’t order it; a 
friend did, and we swapped 
halves.) It has just enough fat 
and heft to cancel out all that 
nutrition, so I’m on board. 

For a proper meat-on- 
bread experience, try the 
mezzogiorno (roasted pork belly and loin, 
pistachio mortadella, cherry peppers, smoked 
mozzarella, and mustard, $13). It surprised 
me, too, by the use of regular-old white bread, 
which is about as maligned as paint chips 
these days. But the diner dramaturg in me 
approves, and even though I’m a hardcore 
Dutch crunch partisan, I respect a kitchen 
that refuses to let the bread be anything but 
a load-bearing wall that supports the rest of

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a sandwich’s ingredients. It’s evenly toasted, 
and with a little cup of pickles to balance all 
the cured meats, it’s almost restrained — 
but without that revulsion for rusticity that 
spurred postwar lunches to scorn real delica- 
tessen in favor of sad, unreviveable things like 
olive loaf. 

Deviled eggs feature heavily on the menu, 
from egg salad to an egg salad sandwich to 
a straight-up plate of three highly garnished 
salt-cod eggs themselves. But if you’re reluc- 
tant to eat somewhere that wants to embody 
the spirit of 1961, don’t worry: There’s also a 
tri-tip sandwich ($14), and an excellent roast- 
ed carrot salad ($15) that’s straight out of 
the Alice Waters playbook, with 
a charred eggplant spread, kaf- 
fir-lime-and-tahini dressing, feta, 
and mint. Pot pies and a small 
wine list that tips toward whites, 
sparkling wines, and rosé can 
rope you in for happy hour. 

Once upon a time, Wool- 
worth’s was the pre-eminent 
American company, a staple of 
urban living, with the tallest building in the 
world until 1930. It’s a shadow of its former 
self, reduced to a subsidiary of Foot Locker 
— although there’s still a Woolworth’s lunch 
counter in downtown Bakersfield. I don’t 
know that City Counter channels its other- 
wise long-gone spirit, but the sandwiches are 
very good.

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What's Up With 
Maine Lobster? 


Intheory, climate change should be ravaging 
stocks, but catches are up. 


To mate, a female lobster urinates near where 
a desired male lives, drawing his attention. Because she 
molts her shell in order to procreate, he must convince her 
that he will protect her during the 30 minutes that her 
new, softer shell requires to harden. Using his gonopods, 
he'll insert sperm packets into a receptive pouch under her 
tail, which she will use to fertilize her eggs over the course 
of a year. 

Anthropogenic climate change may threaten this 
process. When the ocean is too warm during the win- 
ter, lobsters won't produce sperm or eggs. Yet — for 
the time being, anyway — harvests are high, with 80 
percent of 2016’s 131-million-pound yield coming from 
Maine. Demand for it is high: Lobster has since become 
a delicacy in China, where demand helped even out pric- 
es after a crash in 2012 when supplies were even higher. 

Like soft-shell crab, seasonal “new-shell” lobsters 
are the most prized. On this coast, however, lobster 
retains a sort of musty quality. It’s not as though it’s 
ever anything but delicious. It’s that the presentation 
— from the bibs to the special carapace-cracker utensils 
to the crypto-absurdity of having a giant red sea spider 
on your dinner plate — feels trés yesteryear in a way 
that Dungeness crab does not. Even Leo’s Oyster Bar, a 
good barometer for the art of making the classics hip, 
uses lobster only in bisque and roll form. No tentacles 
allowed, in other words. But as an affordable luxury, it 
has enough of a cachet — to say nothing of the storied 
history of lobster fishing — that people who make their 
living off marine crustaceans adopted sustainable prac- 
tices to keep the industry alive. 

So, earlier this month at an event at Fillmore Street 
restaurant The Progress, SF Weekly asked Jason Joyce, 
an eighth-generation lobster fisherman from Swan’s 
Island, Maine, what’s happening. 

“We had the coldest March on record for the state of 
Maine,” he said, adding that he talked to a friend who 
fishes in southern Maine, where, in June, “the water 
was 10 degrees colder than last year. The cold really 
slowed things down.” 

Perversely, the collapse in groundfish stocks like cod 
has freed lobsters from one of their two main predators. 
(The other is seals, which remain plentiful.) But adjust- 
ments to fishing practices have given some lobsters a 
get-out-of-jail-free card, based on their size. 

“We have vents [in the traps] which allow small lob- 
sters out,’ Joyce says. “It’s about seven years to get to 
a legal-size lobster, so up until that that time, they’ve 
been getting free meat.” 

In spite of reports of enormous lobsters getting 
caught, the bigger ones are usually left alone. It’s not be- 
cause they follow a lamb-and-mutton pattern where the 
younger ones’ meat is tastier, but because larger, more 
mature females produce better eggs. 

And however profitable the industry might be ina 
given year, Joyce emphasizes that his boat, the Andana- 
mra — a mash-up of his four kids’ names — remains a 
small enterprise. 

“We're all pretty much day-boats,” he says. “We’re all 
boats that are less than 50 feet long. Your average boat 
is probably 38 to 42 feet. There’s no corporate boats. 
We're just like the restaurant business: You may expand 
into two or three locations, but it’s all small businesses.” 

And if you're hungry for tails and claws and you have 
a big group, The Progress serves a chilled whole Maine 
lobster salad on the half shell for $52. PLK

Sixty-six years after it opened, 
50-odd years after a dentist-owner gave 
it its current name, 12 years after owner 
Carey Suckow bought it, 11 years after 
somebody drove a car through the 
front of it, anda year after it became a 
legacy business, Doc’s Clock has moved 
four blocks north, taking over a vacant 
space last occupied by a long-gone cafe. 
The year-long saga at 2575 Mission St., 
which entailed more than a few 
time-related headlines, ended with the 
loss of the iconic neon marquee. But 
the top-tier dive is now happily en- 
sconced at 2417 Mission, between 20th 
and 21st streets, next to Look N Buy 
Trading Co. 

Change sucks when you have to 
confront it, but it ain’t all bad, either 
— and most of the lovably gruff vibe 
seems to have transplanted itself as 
easily as an iris bulb. It’s still cash-on- 
ly. Happy hour is still four hours long, 
with $2 Pabst and $3 well drinks. 

The painting of the erect naked dude 
with a vaguely European Union 
flag-looking blue backdrop is over the 
non-functioning juke box, as is the 
“crap on tap” beer list and the cock- 
tail menu that reads as follows: “1. 
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Whiskey. 2. Beer. 3. Tequila. 4. Other 
Shit.” You can drink your Other Shit 
while playing Ghostbusters pinball or 
at tables decoupaged with pulp novel 
covers, including Clarkson Crane’s 
noirish bodice-ripper Frisco Gal. And 
the walls still have vintage beer ads, 
including one of a tipsy-looking bowl- 
er shilling PBR and a laughably ho- 
moerotic spread where a man holding 
an umbrella leaves his lady to get wet 
so he can hold it over 
the head of another guy 
who’s carrying a six-pack 
of Schlitz while smoking 
a pipe upside-down. (I 
don’t know if that was 
code for anything, but 
it’s too pop-Freudian not 
to mean something.) 

But for all the bite, 
there’s a lot of heart to 
Doc’s Clock, just as there always was. 
Suckow’s own wall-mounted chronol- 
ogy explains how she bought it from 
the owners of the Latin American 
Club in spite of higher bids from her 
competitors, because they “wanted 
Doc’s to remain what it was and not 
become a trendy, corporate joint.” 
There’s a new photo of seven guys 
moving an L-shaped section of bar 
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over a crosswalk, Abbey Road-style. 

Further, since the family behind 
Bulleit Bourbon allegedly treated 
heir and well-respected bourbon 
spokeswoman Hollis Bulleit in a ho- 
mophobic manner for years — a bias, 
it should be emphasized, that did not 
extend to long-time pro-LGBT parent 
company, Diageo — the bar is slowly 
liquidating its holdings of that spirit. 
Rather than dump it unceremoni- 
ously down the drain, 
however, Doc’s is selling 
it for $7 in whatever 
concoction and donating 
the proceeds to the S.F. 
LGBT Center. 

Wherever your politi- 
cal affiliations lie, it’s nice 
— delightful, even — to 
drink an $8 Altos Tequila 
Paloma in the Mission in 
2017. Eight dollars! Daily shot or shot- 
and-a-beer specials run from $4 to $9, 
with Monday’s $8 Espolén-and-Tecate 
boilermaker really leaving you feeling 
like you got a bargain. Or maybe it was 
just ‘cause you whupped your friend’s 
butt at shuffleboard.

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Foreign Attairs

When you’ve been a rock star 
for more than a quarter-century, you can 
pretty much see all your contemporaries, 
all your heroes, and all your idols in con- 
cert. And for Thom Gimbel, Foreigner’s 
guitarist and saxophonist for well over 
half the band’s four-decade existence, 
the best show he ever saw was Queen. 

“That was so good it was absurd,” 
he says, referring to the period in the 
mid-’80s when Freddie Mercury’s stage 
presence seemed to displace football 
as the primary purpose of Wembley 
Stadium. 

“Billy Squier was on the bill,” Gim- 
bel adds, speaking of the musician who 
would go on to tour with Foreigner for 
a while. He “was awesome, too — but 
Queen? I don’t get it. That was way too 
good.” 

Forty years after the release of 
Foreigner, the band continues to sell 
out large venues. It will swing through 
the Bay Area over Labor Day weekend, 
playing Saturday, Sept. 2, at Shoreline 
Amphitheatre with Cheap Trick and 
Jason Bonham, son of Led Zeppelin 
drummer John Bonham. Almost exact- 
ly a year ago, Cheap Trick played the 
same venue, along with Joan Jett and 
the inimitable Heart — a testament to 
the enduring appeal of the blurry edge 
between hard rock and soft rock. 

But something about the zeitgeist 
of the past few years seems to have 
come right into Foreigner’s corner 
pocket. It might be the space that has 
opened up for legacy acts on the fes- 
tival circuit, the resurgence of “Don't 
Stop Believin’” pulling Journey’s con- 
temporaries to the stratosphere in its 
wake, or just the motion of the wheel 
of time itself, but Foreigner is bigger 
than it’s been in some time, showing 
up on Orange Is the New Black and at 
NASCAR events. In other words, even 
though cultural divisions have cleft 
the country in two, the band remains a 
touchstone on the left and the right. 

Foreigner isn’t averse to the trap- 
pings of arena rock or to the need 
to fill giant stages visually as well as 
acoustically. At each point on the tour, 
a high-school choir joins them on “I 
Want to Know What Love Is.” (This 
weekend, it’s Saratoga High School.) 
The set list consists of hits, drawn out 
and played up. 

“We do jam a bit on a song like 
Jukebox Hero,’” Gimbel says. “We 
don’t play the songs just straight off 
the album and go to the next song. 
There is a live element. Doing ‘Urgent,’ 
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Foreigner 


we doa key shift, and I get todoa 
bunch of tricks on the saxophone.” 

As the crowds have swelled once 
more, Gimbel has noticed more young 
people in the audience. Mostly, he 
credits this to the resurgence of vinyl 
and to kids combing through their 
parents’ LPs, but he’s amused at the 
youngest fans, too: “We had this girl 
who brought a sign that said, Juice 
Box Hero, so we're very big in the 
4-to-8 set.” 

Meanwhile, progressive rock has 
come up for critical reappraisal — for- 
mer King Crimson 
member Ian Mc- 

Donald was For- 
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Rudolph’s charisma in Bridesmaids 
was already enough to make Carnie 
Wilson and Chynna Phillips cool 
again, but “Hold On” is soft-rock at its 
softest, and it had been banished to 
limbo for decades. 

Foreigner was never consigned 
to the dustbin of anything; quite 
the contrary, “Cold As Ice” and “Hot 
Blooded” have been staples of the 
classic-rock rotation almost without 
interruption. Just as the sun never 
set on the British Empire, you know 
that somewhere, a radio station will

ments are even 
more impressive in 
hindsight, consid- 
ering the dispos- 
ability of industri- 
alized pop music 
and the short lifes- 
pan of most indie darlings. Among 
its credits, Foreigner has 16 Billboard 
Top 30 hits, nine of which made the 
top 10 — which is exactly as many as 
Fleetwood Mac and only one fewer 
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than the Eagles. The uppermost eche- 
lon of rock-stardom is a closed group, 
but Foreigner occupies a strange place 
in the pantheon. Even a casual listen- 
er can tick off five or six songs they 
know, and probably hum along with 

a few more, even if it’s in an “Ohhh, 
that’s Foreigner?” kind of way. 

“I don’t know why these songs 
sound so great, but they just hold up 
well over time,’ Gimbel says. 

It might have to do with the indi- 
vidual members’ respective pedigrees. 
As the band has had a fluid lineup 
almost since its late-’70s inception, 
there have been quite a few members 
overall — particularly drummers, al- 
though Chris Frazier has been behind 
the kit for the last five or six years. 
Besides McDonald’s tenure with King 
Crimson, Gimbel played with Aero- 
smith for a time, and founder Mick 
Jones had shuffled through a number 
of bands. Foreigner has also toured 
with plenty of its contemporaries — 
Journey, Styx, Def Leppard — which 
seems to consolidate the power of are- 
na rock the way a bundle of steel wires 
becomes a suspension-bridge cable. If 
there were any rivalries, they’re long 
gone, Gimbel says, referring to Cheap 
Trick et al. as “compatriots.” 

“There might be some of that be- 
tween Mick Jones and [Cheap Trick 
guitarist] Rick Nielsen, but it would 
always be just in fun — and I don’t 
think it exists anymore,’ Gimbel says. 
“It might have back in the ’80s, but 
now we're kindred spirits on the same 
mission.” 

That mission, broadly understood, 
happens to include two people of the 
same name. Like Michelle Williams 
of Destiny’s Child and Michelle Wil- 
liams the actress (and widow of Heath 
Ledger), classic rock contains two 
Mick Joneses. Does anybody mix up 
Foreigner’s guitarist with the guitarist 
from the Clash and Big Audio Dyna- 
mite? 

“It’s pretty rare,’ Gimbel says. “The 
one time they had a chance to say hello 
there were plenty of photographers 
there. We thought it was like if you 
ever got the two of them in a room 
they would both disappear or the stars 
would explode. 

“He’s a well-known figure,” Gim- 
bel adds. “They both are, and they 
just happen to share the same name. 
There’s plenty to go around for every- 
one.

Long before Elvis Presley’s hip 


gyrations shocked America, and before 
Little Richard wrote a song whose raun- 
chy original lyrics went, “Tutti frutti, 
good booty,’ there were Black churches 
where music moved the body — and the 
booty. 

Intensely stirred by spiritual songs, 
those 19th-century Philadelphia 
churchgoers would dance long into the 
night, much to the horror of John F. 
Watson, a white Methodist minister 
who wrote an account of what he saw. 

“They were shaking it, baby, shak- 
ing it,” music journalist Ann Powers 
writes in the introduction to her new 
book, Good Booty: Love and Sex, Black & 
White, Body and Soul in American Mu- 
sic. Those worshippers’ moves shared 
a lineage with secular, celebratory 
dances — particularly from Africa, but 
elsewhere, too. 

In Good Booty, Powers reveals a 
direct, if necessarily complex, thread 
connecting those swaying Christian 
hips to Miley Cyrus twerking on the 
MTV Video Music Awards. But don’t 
dare call it “primitive,” as Watson’s de- 
scription of “animal spirits” implied. 

“There’s this habit of thinking that 
when music gets at our raw emotions, 
that it gets to this ‘primitive’ part of 
ourselves,’ Powers says. “That’s racist 
— to equate music with the primitive 
and to relate the primitive to Afri- 
can-American culture.” 

Powers has served as a keen cultural 
critic since the 1980s, contributing 
to The New York Times, Village Voice 
and Los Angeles Times before joining 
NPR’s music team in 2011. She was a 
senior curator at the Experience Music 
Project museum (now the Museum of 
Pop Culture) in her native Seattle, and 
now helps orchestrate that museum’s 
annual Pop Conference, which her 
husband, fellow music critic Eric Weis- 
bard, founded. Earlier this year, she 
spearheaded a project at NPR called 
“Turning the Tables,” a list of the 150 
greatest albums written by women. 

The 53-year-old Powers, who now 
lives in Tennessee with Weisbard and 
their daughter, will be at Books Inc. 
Sept. 7 to talk about Good Booty, a 
work 10 years in the making. In her 
preface, she describes discovering mu- 
sic’s sexy side at the age of 9, when the 
Beatles and the Jackson 5 made her 
“think hard and respond deeply and 
jump like a jelly bean.” 

If there is a central argument in 
Good Booty, it is that music has al-

ways been physical — and sexual. It’s 

a subject Powers has pondered and 
researched for many years, but by the 
time she began putting words on the 
page, the Black Lives Matter movement 
was underway. She initially planned for 
Good Booty to begin in the early 20th 
century, but BLM made her realize, “I 
had to go back further — to the foun- 
dations, to people surviving through 
slavery and how that’s affected our cul- 
ture — in order to

moves into the 20th 
century, it follows 
how gospel celebs 
became rock stars in 
their own right — 
and how Presley was inspired by their 
balance of tradition and a “quickening 
eroticism” that he, too, wanted to 
express. Presley gained his star power 
just as teenagers had been defined as a 
separate demographic in America, and 
teen girls, in particular, were throwing 
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themselves at him and at contempo- 
raries like Buddy Holly. It was through 
their interactions with pop music and 
the stars who made it that teen girls 
came to understand their sexuality, 
Powers says — a phenomenon that 
continued into Beatlemania, the sexual 
revolution, and the groupie culture of 
the 1970s. 

Beatlemania “became representative 
of girls’ energy and power, and also not 
being able to control girls,” she says. 
“They could crawl into a hotel room, 
tear up the sheets, or even sleep with 
someone. 

But the downside of girls expressing 
their sexuality with adult rock stars is 
that adult rock stars were having sex 
with teenage girls, many of them quite 
young. Although past depictions of 
groupie culture are often romanticized, 
hindsight is getting clearer. Runaways 
guitarist Jackie Fox came forward in 
July 2015 to reveal that the band’s 
manager, Kim Fowley, had raped her. 
When David Bowie died last year, many 
decried his sexual relationship with 
15-year-old Lori Mattix. 

In Good Booty, Powers is very frank 
about those relationships. “Many 
young women were violated. The mere 
presence of underage girls required a 
web of adult complicity,” she writes. 
That informal system required manag- 
ers, booking agents, hotel managers, 
tour bus companies, musicians and 
even sometimes police — pretty much 
all of them men — to look the other 
way, she says. “At any point, someone 
could have said, “This isn’t cool that a 
really drunk 14-year-old is passed out 
in the lobby of a Hyatt in Ohio.’ But 
that so rarely happened. Everyone 
played along.” 

At its core, Good Booty digs deep 
into the ways pop music both reflects 
and veils Americans’ collective erotic 
consciousness, from those dancing 
churchgoers to Nicki Minaj’s ode to her 
own good booty, “Anaconda.” Because 
of music’s ability to reflect those some- 
times-subconscious desires, and be- 
cause it so often reconnects us to our 
bodies, she considers it one of Ameri- 
ca’s most important erotic art forms. 

“Music loosens the screw. It lets 
out the tension,” she says. “It puts us 
in mind of our bodies, and connects us 
with our erotic energy.”

Smith has been singing and writing music since she was in high school, 
but it wasn’t until the beginning of last year that she released her first 
single “Blue Lights.” Becoming a regular rotation in London’s local radio 
stations, the song hurled Smith into the British music scene, making her 
so popular she was able to quit her day job at Starbucks to fully commit to 
songwriting. Since she dropped “Blue Lights,” the independent artist has 
caught the attention of several powerhouses in the music industry, includ- 
ing Drake, who featured her on his recent album More Life, and BBC Music, 
which listed her as a talent to look out for on its Sound of 2017 rankings. 

A majority of Smith’s music centers around stories of heartbreak and 
lost love, but the artist insists her songs are not all autobiographical. “It’s 
funny because I’ve never been heartbroken,’ Smith told BBC in an inter- 
view. “I’ve got a boyfriend now, but he’s my first boyfriend. So I write from 
little things that have happened, and I like getting into people’s shoes and 
getting into a character and making a whole story.” Smith exercises this 
strategy in her single “A Prince,” a stirring track inspired by her friends’ 
numerous romantic disappointments. Likewise, her song “Blue Lights,” 
which samples Dizzee Rascal’s “Sirens,” is based on two friends who are 
constantly wary of the police, despite their crime-free lives. With this di- 
versity of experience included in her songs, Smith allows listeners to inter- 
pret her own life and worldview, distilling her observations into articulate 
soul music.

The story of Drake Bell’s life can accurately be summed up in the opening lines of his breakout song “Found a Way”: “I 
never thought that’d it be so simple but / I found a way, I found a way.” Indeed, for virtually his entire life, Drake Bell 
has been finding his way into pop-rock — ever since he starred in the Nickelodeon sitcom Drake & Josh, which used 
“Found a Way” as its theme song. Costarring with his best friend at the time, Josh Peck, Bell played a guitar-obsessed

Ja Rule began his hip-hop career as a member of Queens underground rap group Cash Money Click in the mid-’90s. 
During this time, he wrote and performed with other New York artists scrambling to get their careers started, such 
as DMX and Jay-Z. Nearly two decades later, Ja Rule is no longer the green newcomer venturing into stardom for the 
first time, but a seasoned hip-hop icon whose melodic hits filled early-21st-century radio with their hybridized R&B 


and rap. 


Ja Rule’s eighth album is due for release sometime this year, and he has stated that this record will be his last. 
Titled Coup de Grace, it will also be Ja Rule’s first album since his two-year imprisonment for possession of a weapon 
and failure to file taxes. The expression “coup de grace” is a French term that refers to a deadly “blow of mercy” given 
to a wounded animal, but many anticipate that Ja Rule’s Coup de Grace will catalog the rapper’s rebirth, rather than 
his metaphorical death. Ja Rule used the time in jail as an opportunity to renew himself, saying to Complex that pris- 
on was “a chance to be one with yourself, look at yourself from the outside looking in, and understand the mistakes 
you ve made and people you've hurt and really reflect on how you're gonna go forward and make it better.” 

While incarcerated, Ja Rule earned his GED, and, after being let out of jail, converted to Christianity. Given his 
commitment to being the best version of himself, it is likely that Coup de Grace will hardly be the stifled death that its 


name implies. 


Once, in a stand-up bit, comedian Aziz Ansari described the “very strange formula” of Ja Rule’s music. Each song 
would “have a woman with a very beautiful voice like Jennifer Lopez or Ashanti, and they would sing the hook. Then 
Ja would come in and sound like someone that was getting stabbed in the stomach through their ulcer.” Though 
Ansari exaggerates the gravelly nature of Ja Rule’s voice, his joke highlights the artist’s uncommonly rough vocals 
and choppy flow. In contrast to his abrasive rap delivery, Ja Rule’s most popular songs are sensual R&B tracks about 
falling in love for the first time. In “Put it On Me,” Ja Rule begs the question, “Where would I be without my baby / 
The thought alone might break me.” He’s also featured on one of the most romantic songs of The Hamilton Mixtape, 
“Helpless,” where he raps as Alexander Hamilton proposing marriage to his future wife. Despite his hardened exterior, 
Ja Rule is a lover, not a fighter.

Backing up: It’s always inspiring when two 
people manage to salvage a friendship after their 
romantic relationship ends. But it’s not possi- 
ble—it’s certainly not on anyone's list of breakup 
best practices—to go in an instant from lovers to 
besties who talk on the phone every day.
